Ninety-five paintings sent to America from Berlin 
nder Army orders for “safekeeping” in 1945 will be 
iewed today by students of all the art classes. 


At one o’clock a special bus 
will leave the campus enroute to 
Exposition Park in Los Angeles 
and the county museum where 
the pictures are now on display 
under army guard, Admission 
to the galleries is twenty-five 
cents plus five cents tax. Pro- 
ceeds go into a fund to help feed 
hungry German children. 

Most of the pictures are oil 
paintings done in the 16th, 17th 
and 18th centuries. Such notables 
as Rembrandt, Titian, Rubens, 
Correggio, Botticelli, Bellini, Car- 
avaggio, Giovanni plus many 
others are well represented by 
original paintings. 

Originally, 202 pictures were 
sent to this country and were first 
shown last spring in the National 
Gallery, Washington D.C. There 
was no intention of showing the 
collection elsewhere, but popular 
demand and the efforts of museum 
directors and _ other  art-world 
figures persuaded the Army to 
take the paintings on tour.
